From a general 
standpoint they feared that if they en- 
tertained it it would encourage the cov- 
etousness of a number of people, who 
believe they are being cheated out of 
their dues by the treasury. The com- 
mittee remembered that in 1791, after a 
vote of the assembly had authorized 
claimants to come forward and state 
their claims, more than two thousand 
petitions were laid before the judges, 
none of which were taken into account. 
It is therefore safe to say that it would 
be quite useless if the Pfaus and Wolfs 
should cross the Atlantic to look after 
these millions, as they would surely be 
disappointed in their expectations.
